ESTABLISHED 

ORDINANCE PASSED LAST EVENING 

Members of Old Library Board Appoint¬ 
ed by Mayor Jones to Control of 
Municipal Library 

The tit.y trustees last evening estab¬ 
lished by ordinance a municipal library 
along the lines set forth in the News 
some weeks ago. The ordinance becomes 
effective with its publication today and 
the board of trustees appointed by 
Mayor .Jones will take immediate 
charge. 

The members of the library board, 
appointed immediately after the pass¬ 
ing of the ordinance are H. J. Potter, 
W. S. Andrews, Mrs. E. T. Pierce. Cap¬ 
tain .T. A. Osgood and L. C. Torrance. 
All are members of the old Horary board 
in control of the Ross Memorial Li¬ 
brary. 

The new board will lease the Ross 
Memorial library and conduct it as a 
municipal library, for the present, at 
least. The powers of the board and 
regulations governing vfie library are 
set forth in the ordinance which is found 
on another page of this paper. 

Grade ordinances for Grand in Avenue 
between Sunnyside and Sierra Madre 
Avenues, and for Hermosa between 
Grand View and Highland were adopted. 

Messrs. J. Krafft, M. Campbell and 
William Walker appeared before the 
hoard in regard to the Highland Avenue 
street work. There was considerable 
discussion of the merits of the work 
and the opinions of experts who have 
examined it. It was finally decided that 
the $500 deposit put up by the Oswald 
company was sufficient to cover any 
possible defects which may appear, 
inasmuch as the street superintendent 
has absolute power to use the money 
in any way to keep the street in condi¬ 
tion. Hence no protest was presented. 

WEDDING COMING SOON

SANITARY MILK CHEAPEST 

Campaign for Certified Milk Brings out 
Arguments in Favor of Most 
Modern Methods. 

Sacramento White Crusaders are pro¬ 
moting the delivery of milk in sealed, 
aseptic, odor-proof, single-service pack¬ 
ages guaranteed with pure-food labels, 
and with the view of popularizing the 
movement have arranged to have a local 
grocery firm sell certified milk in para¬ 
ffined cartons. 

Tt is contended that machine-handled 
cereal products packed in cartons are a 
boon to public health, and the fact that 
milk is a paradise for germs makes it 
imperative that the system be extended 
The public appreciation of this fact has 
been growing rapidly. Meanwhile in¬ 
ventors have been working overtime to 
get out a paraffined carton capable of 
being mechanically filled and capped. 
These devices make the standards of 
the health promoters attainable. The 
w r ords “certified milk” stamped on these 
cartons are used to indicate that the 
milk has been drawn from tuberculin- 
tested cows under conditions of extreme 
cleanliness, and that it has been kept 
at a temperature of less than 40 degrees 
until delivery. 

Tt is probable that more cases of dis¬ 
ease are traceable to milk delivery in 
bottles from unsanitary dairies than to 
the system of pouring from cans. Cus¬ 
tomers are often careless about setting 
the bottles out. and drivers running 
short on the route are liable to re-fill 
bottles that frequently come from sick¬ 
rooms. Tn carelessly operated dairies 
bottles gathered from all sorts of homes 
are superficially washed and rinsed in 
water that is perhaps contaminated. The 
breakage anu loss of bottles is heavy, 
and their weight and hulk are serious 
obstaeles in delivery. One alert dairy¬ 
man affirms that his “pints” have a 
mystrious way of disappearing in the 
fruit-canning season, and that he has 
found his bottles filled with preserves 
and marmalades on the pantry shelves 
of absent-minded patrons. 

Inventors who have been wrestling 
with milk-package problems claim that 
it is possible to produce a single-service, 
paraffined carton that will sell at a 
profit for a trifle less than one cent. 
Twenty-five cents per month is the usual 
extra charge for bottle delivery, and 
milkmen assert that even at this rate, 
it is a losing proposition. The minimum 
of bulk and weight of the new milk 
package will, it is claimed, lessen the 
cost of delivery and eliminate possibili¬ 
ties of disease infection as well. 

One contingent in the milk improve¬ 
ment movement, however, asserts that 
certified milk can be produced at a cost 
which will place it within reach of the 
widow and orphan. They claim that it 
is a well established principle that it 
pays to provide cows with good feed and 
clean, airy quarters. They admit that 
the initial cost of ridding a herd of 
tuberculosis cows is in many cases very 
heavy, but cite government bulletins as 
authority for the statement that a herd 
of healthy cows produces milk so much 
more cheaply than a partially diseased 
herd that i.ie erradication of infected 
animals in the long run pays.

TALES OF 
THETRAIL 

Most people would be just as much 
surprised as was Mr. Carnegie to learn 
that a gallon of distillate will not gen¬ 
erate as much power in an engine on top 
of Mt. Wilson as it will in Sierra Madre 
or Los Angeles. 

All the power used in the Mt. Wilson 
observatory is generated with a gas en¬ 
gine. distillate being the fuel used. It 
is connected with a dynamo which fur¬ 
nishes the driving current for all the 
motors which in turn drive the machin¬ 
ery of the observatory instruments and 
the pumping station at Strain’s Camp. 
The engine is normally a twenty-five 
horsepower engine. The dynamo, how¬ 
ever, develops but nineteen electrical 
horsepower. Of course some of the 
power is lost in the transformation, but 
there is still a decided loss to lie ac¬ 
counted for after making proper allow¬ 
ance for this. 

You can easily figure out the relation 
between the altitude and the atmospheric 
pressure which causes the mercury in 
the barometer to rise about five inches 
higher in Los Angeles than it does on 
Mt. Wilson. But can you figure out 
the relation between the lighter pres¬ 
sure and the decreased motive power of 
the distillate when used in the engine 
up there ? If it is too deep for you ask 
some bright high school boy. If he can’t 
tell you offhand, it will give him some¬ 
thing interesting and practical to in¬ 
vestigate. 

This peculiarity of the distillate en¬ 
gine calls attention to the fact that the 
human body is affected somewhat sim¬ 
ilarly by the high altitude, but in a 
way to demonstrate how vastly superior 
the human engine is to anything that 
man has been able to devise. 

Tn the rarified atmosphere of the moun¬ 
tain tops we are compelled to breathe 
faster than is our habit when on the 
lowlands, because of the smaller supply 
of oxygen. The gas engine, which uses 
fuel in fixed quantities, accomodates it¬ 
self to the changed conditions of pres¬ 
sure by generating less power. But the 
human engine simply speeds up its res¬ 
piratory mechanism a little with the re¬ 
sult that the usual amount of oxygen 
is secured and the usual amount of 
power is developed. 

And there is a still more remarkable 
difference. At first this extra work on 
the part of the lungs tends to fatigue 
and the unseasoned mountain climber 
complains that his “wind is short.” But 
after living in the higher altitude a- 
while his lungs become accustomed to 
the rarified atmosphere and the whole 
human engine accomodates itself to the 
changed conditions. Tn a short time it 
is doing as much work as before with¬ 
out any apparent extra effort, in spite 
ot the change. 

There is still considerable snow on the 
shady side of Mt. Wilson. If you hurry 
you can still have a snowball fight and 
have your picture taken as you stand 
in the snow, holding in your hand a 
bunch of flowers or oranges picked in 
Sierra Madre the same day. But the 
snow is melting rapidly and will not 
last long. 

As we have said before, if you can 
go to Mt. Wilson but once a year, or

ORDINANCE NO. 118. 


Section 4. Said hoard of library trus¬ 
tees shall have power: 

First: To make and enforce all rules, 
regulations and by-laws necessary for 
the administration, government and pro¬ 
tection of said library, and all property 
belonging thereto. 

Second: To administer any trust de¬ 
clared or created for said library, and 
receive by gift, devise, or bequest and 
hold in trust or otherwise, property 
situated in this state or elsewhere, and 
where not otherwise provided, dispose 
of the same for tiie benefit of such 
library. 

Third: To prescribe the duties and 

powers of the librarian, secretary and 
other officers and employees of said 
library: to determine the number of 
and appoint all such officers and em¬ 
ployees, and to fix their compensation, 
which said officers and employees shall 
hold their offices or positions at the 
pleasure of said hoard. 

Fourth: To purchase necessary hooks, 
journals, publications and other per¬ 
sonal property. 

Fifth: To purchase such real prop-j 

erty. and erect or rent and equip, such j 
buildings or building, room or rooms, as 
may he necessary, when in their judg¬ 
ment a suitable building, or portion 
thereof, has not been provided by the 
said Hoard of Trustees of said City of 
Sierra Madre for said library. 

Sixth: To require the secretary of 

state and other state officials to furnish 
said library with copies of any and all 
reports, laws and other publications of 
the state not otherwise disposed of by 
law. 

Seventh: To borrow hooks from, lend 
hooks to and exchange t-lie same with 
other libraries, and to allow non-resi- ^ 
dents to borrow hooks upon such condi- j 
, lions as they may prescribe. 

Eighth: To do and perform any and! 
j all other acts and things necessary or 
I proper to carry out the provisions of 
! this act.

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That, pursuant to the pro¬ 
visions of an Act of the Legislature of 
the State of California, entitled “An 
Act to provide for the establishment i 
and maintenance of public libraries 
within municipalities,” approved March 
23rd. 1901, and of all Acts supplemen¬ 
tary thereto or amendatory thereof.- 
there he. and there is hereby, established 
in and for said City of Sierra Madre, a 
free public library for the use and 
benefit of said City of Sierra Madre. 

Section 2. That said public library ; 
shall he managed by a board desig¬ 
nated as the board of library trustees, 
consisting of live members, to he ap- { 
pointed by the President of the Board 
of Trustees of said City, by and with 
the consent of said Board of Trustees. ‘ 
Said Tru-tees shall -overally hold office 
for three years, and shall serve without 
compensation: provided, that the mem- j 
In i s of the first hoard appointed shall 
so classify themselves by lot that one 
of their number shall go out of office | 
at the end of the current fiscal year, 
to-vvit: the 30th day of June. 1910. two 
at the' end of one year thereafter, and 
the other two at the end of two years 
thereafter. Men and women shall be 
equally eligible to such an appointment, 
and vacancies shall he filled by appoint- i 
ment for the unexpired term in the j 
same manner. 


Section 3. That said hoard of library 
trustees -hall meet at least once a 
month at such times and place- as they 
may fix by resolution. Special meetings 
may bt called at any time by three 
trustees, by written notice served on 
each member, at least three hours before 
the time specified for the proposed meet¬ 
ing. A majority of the board shall con¬ 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. Said hoard shall appoint one 
of their number president, who shall 
serve for one year and until his succes¬ 
sor is appointed, and in his absence 
shall select a president pro tern. Said 
board shall cause a proper record of 
their proceedings to be kept.

Section fi. Said library shall he for¬ 
ever free to the inhabitants and lion- 
| resident taxpayers of said C ity of Sierra 
i Madre. subject always to such rules, 
regulations and by-laws is may he 
made by said hoard of library trustees; 
and provided, that for violations of the 
same a person may he fined or excluded 
from the privileges of the library. 

Section 7. The title to all property 
acquired for the purposes of said library, 
when not inconsistent with the terms 
of its acquisition, or otherwise desig¬ 
nated. shall vest in said City of Sierra 
Madre. and in the name of said City of 
Siena Madre may he sued for and de¬ 
fended by action at law or otherwise. 

Section 8. The City Clerk shall certify 
to the adoption of this Ordinance and 
shall came the same to he published 
once in the “Sierra Madre New - " a 
weekly newspaper published and circu¬ 
lated in -aid City of Sierra Madre. and 
hereby designated for that purpose, and 
thereupon and thereafter the same shall 
take effect and he in force. 

The foregoing Ordinance was adopted 
by the Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre at a regular adjourned 
meeting of said Board of Trustees held 
on the 31st day of March. A. D. 1910. 
by the affirmative vote of at least three 
Trustees, to-wit:
